A short time ago tho cry wins 
raised that the Liberal guillotine had 
reached Prineo Edward County. Wo 
nro pleased to say that it did and it 
would have been a good thing for the

*\n its work eighteen years* ago, Tho 
jn vest i gat ion which led to tho dis¬ 
missal of the customs and preventive 
officers in this neighboring county 
disclosed a disgraceful stato of affairs, 
which, wo regret to say, was general 
throughout the Dominion. In* the 
House of Commons on Monday, in 
reply to a question by Mr. Pettet, of 
Prince Edward County, Mr. Patterson, 
Controller of Customs, informed the 
House that since the Reform Govern¬ 
ment assumed power eight officers in 
Prince Edward County had boen dis¬ 
missed and as many out ports and pre¬ 
ventive stations attached to tho port of 
Picton,at which they were formerly sta¬ 
tioned, had been abolished. The figures 
of receipts at these stations and tile 
salaries paid the officers are almost 
beyond belief. Here they are as given 
by tho Ottawa correspondent of the 
Globe. George J. C. Hadd, a sub-col¬ 
lector at Weller’s Bay, got a salary of 
$100'a year. He did not collect a cent 
iu 1892-93 and 1893-04. In 1894-95 
he collected 10 cents, and in 1896 $9. 
The expense of collection was $1,000 
iu four years’, uud the receipts $9. 
Another holder of a siuecure was John 
Shannon, preventive officer at Black 
River Bridge, who lias drawn $200 a 
year. During the post three years he 
did not collect a single dollar. Scarce¬ 
ly less glaring: were the other cases. 
The Picton Gazette and other party 
organs, who have been very offensive 
iu their references to tho “ hungry 
Grits,” will have to do some figuring 
in order to square their remarks with 
the action of tiie Controller of Customs. 
These men were not dismissed to make 
places for Grits. They were men who 
were appointed to sinecures as a 
reward for party services, and with 
the advent of au honest and business 
like administration they were not only 
dismissed but the offices they held 
abolished. If this is a sample of the 
Spoils System by all means let the 
Government adopt and rigorously 
enforce it.

these — only a portion, remember, of 
the vast country, would mount up to 
at least orfe hundred and fifteen mil¬ 
lions of souls, and, spaakln* generally, 
thay all depend In less or greater de- 
grfe upon those timely khanf and rabl 
ralna* , Americans, with huge areas 
of soil »UI1 happily left to conquer, 
may ask why the area of cultivated 
ground Is not Increased. The reply Is 
that, enormous albeit Hlndostan ap¬ 
pears In extent upon the mape, there 
Is not much good ground remaining 
to be taken up. There are rich reg¬ 
ions where the climate la deadly, as in 
the Teral ; there are poor tract# where 
population is scanty ; but neither for 
the old-fashioned Hindoo peasant nor 
for modern men with new methods 
and machinery does there exist any 
considerable margin of unused soil. 

Could, then, the native cultivator 
dopble his yield by manures ? He 
certainly employs none which are ar¬ 
tificial and Imported, like the nitrates, 
but he knows what he is about with 
bis own simple materials, and when 
high authority mock him for using 
up all tho dMlle droppings for fuel 
cakes, he laughs silently bec&ure he 
knows that the ashes of gaurt are Just 
as preclout to the soil as the natural 
commodity unburned. But practically 
the tilth Is never seriously mended in 
India, except close to the villages and 
for sugar cans, opium or gaxden crops, 
u aU sa it be by burning and scratch ins 
Ifito 4jie red or gray soil some jungle 
branches and dead leaves. 

Neither have Western machinery nor 
fdentlffc farming methods found any 
success. What can Sussex, or even 
Massachusetts, do with husbandman 
who will Insist on carrying a plow or 
a wheelbarrow upon his head, and 
whose fathers for 3000 years past have 
stood upon a pointed stick drawn by a 
buffalo In order to make a two-inch 
furrow ? The Hindoo lives directly 
and placidly from the bountiful hand 
of heaven, which he calls "Indra." 
Dwelling In his village he tills only so 
much of the culturable jungle as can 
be easily reached morning and even¬ 
ing by his slow-moving cattle. He has 
not the capital nor the mind for cost¬ 
ly Western implements ; and his win¬ 
nowing machine is still and always the 
wind blowing from heaven. Jow-arrl 
and bajri are for the humble ; wheat, 
fiour and rice for Brahmans and the 
rich, with plenty of dal and pulses to 
make up for the meat w'hleh the strong 
Sahib and savare Mahometan devour. 
Such Is his simple fare—millet cakes 
or.d boiled leaves of rape and gram, 
with Mhowa fruit, mango, plantain and 
these the blameless ex- 
«wnce of the Hindoo sustains Its In¬ 
nocent span. Fowls and eggs are held 
by most In abhorrence ; no cheese Is 
so much as known; and about one hun¬ 
dred and eighty million of that won¬ 
derful people never take animal food 
at all, unless In the shape of milk, 
curds and ghl, which last is clarified 
butter. 

Thus all hangs upon Indra and the 
rain. If the southwest monsoon is ex 
eeptlonally late In setting In, or pretna- 
lure In its cessution, or scanty and Ir¬ 
regular, or excessive during its period 
of duration, great mischief may be 
•lone, and any failure of the- rain at 
this season Is damaging not only to 
the crops then growipg, but also to 
the winter crops, which are sewn nf- 
tor the monsoon stops, and to which 
a thoroughly moistened seed bed is es¬ 
sential. The early and latg falls are 
looked for to soften the solj and admit 
o 4 plowing preparatory to sowing the 
kharif In the one case and the rabl in 
the other, and the delay In putting in 
the seed 1>eyond a certain period Is pre¬ 
judicial to the growth and maturing 
of the crop. The millets and pulses 
of the kharlf crop are hardy plants, 
and can bear a great deal of Irregular¬ 
ity ; but any partial cessation of t!he 
rainfall exceeding a month In dura¬ 
tion, QSr'as it is called, ‘ a break," In 
the rains of the monsoon, wJl do them 
great Injury, especially If, as is some¬ 
times tty* case kduring such ( a break, 
a hot, dry wind also sets in.s Rice is
